WHY MISSISSIPPI POWER IS OPPOSING 
CONSTRUCTION OF A FEDERALLY FINANCED 
GENERATING PLANT & TRANSMISSION SYSTEM 


Recent articles, news releases, and advertisements appearing as statements and releases 
by the president of South Mississippi Electric Power Association, a Federally-financed REA Super 
co-op, have publicly attacked Mississippi Power Company for opposing construction of their pro- 
posed $16-miliien generating plant and transmission system. Power produced by this plant would 
be soid to four REA distiibuting co-ops who now buy their power at low wholesale rates from 
Mississippi Power Company and Mississippi Power and Light Company. They are Southern 
Pine, Dixie, Pearl River Valley and Singing River Electric Power Associations. 

Mississippi Power Company has merely exercised its legal right to show before the Public 
Service Commission that public convenience and necessity will not be served by the proposed project. 

This issue is not just a legal matter but also directly involves the pocketbook and future 
well-being of every Mississippian and especially the consumers of the four REA distributing co- 
ops proposing to purchase power from the super Co-op. Listed below are seven of many reasons 
why this preject is unnecessary and, in fact, a waste of taxpayers’ money. Ali REA customers 
and other thoughtful citizens should consider the facts carefully. 


6. Under Mississippi law- (Sec. 9700, Miss. Code 1942) this 
super co-op “shall be exempt from ad valorem taxes,- and 
such association shall be exempt from franchise, privilege, 
net income and other excise taxes imposed by the State or 
any of its political subdivisions”; it is also exempt from pay- 
ing sales taxes on what it buys, including equipment and 
fuel, to build and operate this proposed plant. (Sec. 10116). 
The taxpayers of Mississippi will have to make up the taxes 


lost by these exemptions. 


1. The proposed $16-million ex, cnditure of taxpayers’ 
money will not provide clectric power to any person who is 
not now or Who otherwise could not receive electric service. 


2. The electric power produced by the super-co-op will cost

Light Company, from whom the distributing co-ops have 
received ali their electric service since they were organized 
in the late 1930's, and much more than such cost wouid be

and its availability in abundant and economical supply is 
vital to Mississippi’s future growth and development. The 
REA super co-0p, by its loan agreement and mortgage, has 
surrendered to the REA Administrator in Washington the 
right for him to approve or disapprove many of the most 
important aspects of its operation, such as its electric rates 
and selection. of its management and supervisory personnel. 
The only jurisdiction the Mississippi Public Service Gom- 
mission has over the super co-op is in granting permission 
to build the plant and transmission system. The rates of 
the super coop to the member cops are not subject to 
regulation by, any state or Federal regulatory body —:but 
only by the Administrator?”“The same Administrator, áp- 
pointed by-the President, also has complete control over 
the availability of -additional- funds :for the super co-op. 
Mississippiaris should keep to an: Absol te -minimum th 
exposure to “Federal. dictation and:-inter i 
tical and economie Serei. 


3. - Service from the proposed plant will be far less reliable 
than that provided from the modern, high-voltage inter- 
connected systems of the Mississippi Power Company and 
Mississippi Power & Light Company. 


4. Taxpayers of the state and nation will have to lend the 
full $16-million to build the original plant and subsidize 
the cost of this loan by making up the difference between 
the two per cent- interest the cooperatives pay the U. S. 
Treasury for loans and the four per cent it costs our Federal 
Government to borrow money with, which to make the loan. 


5. The super co-op has testified that if this first plant is 
permitted, additional funds will promptly and regularly be 
sought from the public treasury to expand this and other 
co-op facilities.
